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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 7, line 10, "from" has been replaced with -into—. 

While it may be difficult to misconstrue the intention of the claim, the examiner asserts 
that the disclosed bore 'extends' more 'into' the rearward end than 'from' the rearward end, and 
has only just noticed this now. See paragraph 1 above, should this change be unacceptable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
neither discloses nor fairly teaches the recited limitations of the claimed invention including, but 
not limited to: the recited combination including a hull having a roll crimp at a forward end, a 
projectile having a bore in a rearward end, such that the center of mass of the projectile is closer 
to a forward end, the projectile further including a rim about a convex solid head at the forward 
end, and the rim support the roll crimp of the hull.
